COLUMBUS, MAR. 26.—Coincident with the distribution of the orders 


from the federal department directing the third and sixth Ohio regiments 
to prepare for national service, the Ohio legislature passed a bill for $250,- 
000 for the use of Ohio guardsmen, in the event of war. Governor Cox 
will issue a statement showing the military strength of Ohio. 
The state- 


ment will be in detail. 


The Third regiment is now stationed at Fort Harrison and the Sixth 


is nt Fort Brown, Kansas, where it was sent for mustering out. 
According 


to the order from Secretary of War Baker they will remain at the dis- 
posal of the state in the event of trouble within the State. 


THIRTY MEN FROM THIS COUNTY. 


In making public the statement of the military strength of the state 


Goverhor Cox will explain the military organization. In speaking of the mat- 
ter he said: "Every county in the state will wart to play its part and do 
its duty." 


There are now approximately 9,000 guardsmen instead of the required 


18,000 necessary to bring the number up to full war strength. 


Coshocton county would be asked to furnish three-fifths of one percent 


of the 50,000 men or 300 men in the event of war.
